Dia Dr. Johnson Bat Horsef 


Dr. Johnson in bis journal mentions 


the interesting fact that he had on a 
certain day had "palfrey for dinner." 
Now these three words have caused not 
a little trouble to the critics, and for 
this reason, that they know not what 
palfrey really is. It has been suggested 
that palfrey is a clerical error made by 
the doctor himself for pastry, but the 
doctor wrote so legibly, and there is so 
much difference between the words pal- 
frey and pastry that this position is not 
It all tenable.

In tbe name of common sense and all 
that is fair and deceut in politic*, we 
would ask if that is not more than 
sufficient to warrant the ejectioD of 
Stewart and bis gang from the coun- 
cils of the Silver part}- or any other 
party that is on the (ace of the earth? 
And yet these double dyed traitors, 
reeking as they are with treason, not 
only to Mr. Newlands, bat to every

acter verging on deaperation. 
The 


Stewart and anti-Stewart lines were 
closely drawn and tbe wavering or 
vacillation of a weak or stubborn mem- 
ber claimed by either faction was sate 
to cause a stir. Both eides w^re work- 
Ing like beavers to control tbe organ- 
ization. 


Up to a late boar in the afternoon 


both claimed tbe two branches of the 
Legislature, and doubts and fears 
were to be encountered on every band. 
The organization on Senatorial lines 
was dropped and the basis waa finally 
established on party lines. This indi- 
cated almost a positive organization In 
open bonee; then other tactics had to 
be resorted to and the barter ot posi- 
tions or other prestige was made an 
object in securing the support of mem- 
bers on one side or the other. 


Caucus hours were named and can-
